The “Dirty Thirty’? as Coach Bob Otolski called his team, compiled another out- 
standing season with a 9-1 record. Early rated as the third in the state, the Knights cer- 
tainly proved themselves of that impressive rating. 

Marian opened its season with an upset over the favored Mishawaka Cavemen. The 
Knights outnumbered the Cavemen 32-0. The team was brought to life early in the 
game behind the excellent running of Nick DeCicco and Nick Barnes. 

In the second game Marian stopped Adams by a score of 28-19. The taste for this 
victory was so sweet for Coach Otolski that he could hardly contain himself. Adams 


had upset a perfect season for the Knights once before. 

Marian then had two easy games. The Knights breezed past Penn 32-0 and glided al- 
most effortlessly past Wawasse Prep 52-0. Against LaSalle, Marian relied on the strong 
arm of Senior quarterback, Bill Swanson, and the Knights went on to defeat this stub- 
born squad by 34-16. But after these victories came the stunning 32-0 defeat from St. 


Joe’s Indians. This was the first defeat Marian had ever taken from St. Joe’s. 

Possibly the best game of the Knight’s great season was against Southport. They 
played errorless ball and romped over Southport by a score of 47-9. The defense gave 
up only 88 total yards. 

The team went on to beat Jackson on a fourth quarter run by Junior Nick DeCicco. 
Nick Barnes ran over the goal line for the two point conversion and the final score of 
28-20. For their firal game of the season, the mighty Knights traveled to Culver Mili- 
tary for an easy win. Nick Barnes ran over 100 yards 
and the Knights emerged with a score of 40-0. 

Bob Otolski’s Knights were the IHSAA winners in 
District 1 of the A Division, Marian finished with a 9-1 
record and the qualifying points of 9.2.

Outstanding individual efforts and high performance from 
the line highlighted the Freshmen football season. The Knights 
got off to a slow start by losing to South Bend Central with a 
score of 6 to 8. Coach John Cybulskis’ team bounced back 
with a solid victory over John Adams, but lost the next five 
games. Finally, in the last two games of the season, every- 
thing seemed to fall together for the Knights, as they smashed 
Grissom 32 to 0 and defeated Clay by 14 pts. The final drive 
at the end of the season made the Freshmen record 3-5-1, but 
Coach Cybulaskis feels the figures are misleading. “In three 
games, against Central, Jackson and Riley, the winning points 
were scored against us in the last minutes of the games. Since 
these scores were so close, the record could have been stated 
differently.’ Outstanding individual efforts included Chuck 
Sandors who was named Most Valuable Player for his work 
as an offensive tailback and defensive linebacker. The teams 
leading rusher and Most Valuable defensive player was 
Kevin Motts. Mr. Cybulskis commended his defensive and 
offensive lines as being one of the best he has coached in four 






















































































































































Affectionately known as “Big O” 
to coaches and players alike, Bob 
Otolski built Marian into a state power 
house for gridiron activity. He directed 
the Knights to three unbeaten seasons 
on the varsity level. He compiled a to- 
tal record of 63-10-1. 

He was hired at Marian when it 
opened in 1964 and has been its 
only head football coach and athletic 
director since. 

The roughest part of his years was 
in the beginning, but he managed to 
have a first-year record of 9-1. Three 
of the victories were over varsity 
teams and the only defeat by a varsity 
team. 

In 1965, the Knights started to 
play better varsity competition and 
ended their season with a 9-0-1 record. 
Five of the teams played were varsity. 

In 1966, Otolski’s Knights began to 
play a more competitive schedule as all 
ten games were on the varsity level 
and the school was still only three 
years old. Marian ended with a very 
respectable record of 64. 

In 1967, the rivalry of St. Joe’s 
and Marian began in earnest. Marian 
won the first round with a score of 12- 
7. It also marked the first year of the 
NIVC and Marian took home the first 
Football Conference trophy. 

A 5-4-1 season was the result of 


the 1968 record which was a rebuild- 
ing year for Otolski. The Knights fin- 
ished with a 2-2-1 record in the NIVC 
conference. 


WE SALUTE “BIG O” 


For the next three seasons, “Big 
O” led his team to an unprecedented 
three straight conference titles. Also 
there was a 22-game winning streak 
from 1968 to 1971. 

His greatest Marian team? “‘Big O” 
rates the 1969 crew as his best, but 
the 1970 squad would have been the 
greatest if it had not been plagued 
with injuries. 

The greatest victory was the tri- 
umph over Richmond in 1969 and the 
greatest loss was a 13-6 squeaker to 
Penn in 1968. 

The Knights have been in the top 
10 in the state-wide ranking for the 
past three years, finishing seventh last 
season with a 9-1 record. Otolski’s 
total record on all levels was 102-15-3. 

The fiery coach has had numerous 
awards during his eight years at 
Marian. One of the most coveted was 
the ‘“The Coach of the Year” in 1971. 
He was voted this by his associates in 
the Indiana Football Coaches Associ- 
ation. 

“T really hate to leave Marian,” he 
commented at the end of this year’s 
season, ‘These have been the happiest 
years of my life. The people here have 
been really great, especially the Marian 
administration.” 

During his years at Marian, Bob 
Otolski gave this school a name that 
will live in Indiana High School sports 
for many years to come. He built, 
probably, some of the best teams the 
state of Indiana ever had. 


Marian High will indeed miss the 
legendary “Big O” and his leadership. 

As Mr. Otolski leaves Marian a great 
tradition is dying. Many of the under- 
classmen did not have a chance to 
come in contact with the “Big O”’, but 
to those who worked with him, he was 
a leading figure. 

Perhaps the best description of Mr. 
Otolski was expressed by Sophomore 
football trainer, Ed Ganser: ‘Mr. 
Otolski knew what material he had on 
his team, and how to use it to the 
fullest. He had the ability to psyche 
the team up for the game. He knew 
how to relate to the players, so they 
would use their potential to the peak. 
He may have joked around a bit at 
practice, but when it came to games, 
he was dead serious. Tradition was 
very important to him.” 









GRAPPLERS PLACE TWO IN REGIONALS 


The 1972-73 Wrestling season was one filled with outstanding individual efforts by all those on the team. The Knights placed 
four grapplers in the conference tournament. Freshman Terry Trippel won second in the NIVC tourney, while Sophomore 
Frank Cantanzarite came in third. Senior Co-Captains Mark Ganser and Mark Toth came in first and second, respectively. In 
the Sectional tournament, the Knight Co-Captains both placed second among stiff competition. This qualified the two to ad- 
vance to the Regional tournament, where Ganser placed second and Toth placed fourth. The team did not find much success 
in the regular season. The Knights had to forfeit twenty-four points each match. Even though they had to give up this tremen- 
dous number of points, the grapplers held their own with every team they faced. In one match the Knights almost defeated 
St. Joe, losing to the Indians by a single point. Although the Wrestling team had many difficulties it was a “team” in the deep- 
est respect.
